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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts in August showed a percentage decline from July 
receipts but remained higher than those of August, 1977. 

An increase of 15.56 percent in general revenue receipts was recorded in 
August, compared to 22.79 percent in July. One year ago, August receipts were 
12.38 percent ahead of the previous year. 

General revenue receipts through July and August, 1978, totaled 
$233,415,398. This was an increase of $31,433,721 over receipts of the first two 
months of the previous fiscal year. 

Economic projections of the Office of Administration indicate that the 
present growth rate could be expected to level off as trends become more es- 
tablished in future months. The Office of Administration has projected an 8.60 
percent increase in general revenue receipts for the 1978-79 fiscal year, which 
ends June 30, 1979. 

The strongest revenue gain recorded through August was in the category of 
corporate income tax receipts, which totaled $7,043,401. This represented a 
gain of 23.92 percent. 

7 Sales tax receipts totaling $12,250,477 represented the second largest gain. 
The amount was an increase of 13.25 percent. 

_ Individual income tax receipts increased 12.90 percent, totaling $77,625,451 
for a gain of $9,137,652. 

Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes were $4,200,510. This was an in- 
crease of 0.01 percent.
